“ Mr. Pitkin well observes in his Pre­ 
face to the History ofthe United States, 
thiit no complete history ot the British 
Colonies in America can be written, 
without consulting the manuscript pa­ 
pers in the offices of the English Go­ 
vernment. 
In fact, it would be an abso­ 
lute waste of time in any person to 
engage in such an undertaking, till he 
can have free and full access to this mans 
ot materials. Chalmers had thn* privilege, 
and he seemed to have used it effectual­ 
ly ; but his work embraces a cotnpan- 
tivcly small part only of our colonial 
history, and that by no means Ihe mod 
attractive part. 
It was hoped that Con 
greis would take measures to procure 
copies of these paper*, as both the 
State» of Georgia and North Carolina 
had made application to tlie General 
Government lor this object, in reference 
to lho*e States. 
The Committee of 
Way* and Meaos. eearly two years ngo, 
reported a bill recomuiaading such a 
measure, and making provision for pro­ 
curing copies of all the papers in the 
English offices, relating to the colonial 
history of this country. 
The hill, how­ 
ever, was never beard of more, and lay 
undisturbed upou the table, till it was 
•wept away amidst the rubbish of for­ 
gotten things. 
Congress have so much 
to do with (he present, that they tind 
no leisure to think of the past. 
\W all 
love to boast, aod even our members of 
Congress are not loath to proclaim in 
the halls oflcgitlaliou, that »e m e nn 
enlightened, liberal and improving peo­ 
ple i yet the British Parluuieut made 
an annual appropriation for printing an­ 
cient manuscript iecor>ls and documents, 
to more than double the amount it would 
cost lo procure a copy of all the Amer­ 
ican colonial papeis.
